nal of Commerce, iu its issues of No- 
vember 9th, says: 


Those who have feared the growing 


influence of (unscrupulous millionaires 
in American politics may now take, 
courage. The people are not for sale to 
the highest bidder. In ordinary elec- 
tions, when no grave issues are involved, 
money may possibly buy a percentage 
of votes sufficient to turn the scale. 
But when tbe people rise in political 
revolution— as they did on Tuesday— 
ne profusion of bribes|oan affect the re- 
sult, Croesuses are as fond of their 
dollars as other men. They do not 
spend except to increase their hoaid. 
Tuesday's election ia a lesson for them, 
as impressive as for the professional 
politicians. If any one of, them should 
hereafter indulge the vain dream of 
controlling State or national legislation 
by purchasing the votes of the people, a 
moment of reflection will check him. 
Every dollar wrung by the Administra- 
tion from the immense army of its 
officeholders and spent injsupport of its 
candidates waa only a new incentive for 
spirited popular resistance to its meth- 
ods and aims. For each vote gained by 
corruption five votes were lost. It is 
the party without the offices and the 
candidates without the money that, 
with some exceptions here and there, 
won the victories. Good men of all 
parties joined by their votes in con- 
demning the abuse of power and pat- 
ronage at the polls. In all similar great 
emergencies we believe that the inde- 
pendent voters of both parties may be 
trusted to do the same thing. They 
will not sell themselves to railroad 
kings any more than to Federal admin- 
istrations. Legislatures may be bought. 
State commissioners may be as venal as 
Mr. Vanderbilt says they are. Judges 
and juries are not beyond the rench of 
corruption. But these are purchased ia 
•mall lots only. It is quite another 
thing to set about the acquisition of a 
majority vote in a great city, or a State, 
or the nation, whon some vital question 
has stirred the popular conscience to its 
lowest depth, and aroused resentment 
and retribution. It is then that politi- 
cal cyclones sweep over the country, and 
candidates who thought to buy their 
way to office are caught up and whirled 
out of sight like Autumn leaves. It is 
then that ambitions monopolists dis- 
cover the great difference between buy- 
ing the majority of stock in a telegraph 
company and the majority of the popu- 
lar void 
We are happy to think their 


power for mischief is limited. The 
people will not be controlled by such 
men, 
but will control them and their 


schemes by necessary legislation, as 
time will show1

vide for the Presidential succession 
This will be entirely unnecessary pio- 
vided the Senate attends to the duty be- 
fore the adjournment. 
The Senate is 


never "new" because it is a continuous 
body, two-thirds of its members, or 
enough for a quorum, always holding 
orer. If Mr. Davis will vacate his chair 
for an hour another Senator whose term 
does not expire till 1875 can be elected 
and he can finish the term. 
If, how- 


ever, Mr. Arthur should die before 
the 4th of March and Mr. Davis should 
actually enter upon the duties of the 
Presidency, 
he would probably con- 


tinue to administer the government till 
a new President could be elected and 
qualified. In other words, his term as 
President would not bo contingent upon 
his term as Senator, he having passed 
out of that office to a higher one. 
It 


will be seen that our laws are very in- 
complete and liable to be seriously 
muddled, if not, actually ,s«t aside for 
tbe want of proper authority to- execute 
them, and the country accordingly r»vo-

Coast Kange, and sugar pine, yellow 
pine and red fir on the Sierra Nevada. 
The principal lumber industry is con- 
fined to the redwood belt on th» lina of 
the Central Pacific Kailraad on both 
slopes of the Sierra Nevada, to points 
in Butte, Tehama and Mono counties, 
and in the San Bernardino mountains. 
The total product of the State for the 
census year w.is 304,795,000 feet of 
lumber, 242,400,000 laths, 138,718,000 
shingles, 2,303,000 staves and 1,203,000 
sets of barrel headings. 


In Oregon the most valuable tre«a are 


in the order as set down: red fir, tide 
water spruce, red cedar, hemlock, Fort 
Orford cedar, white oak, sugar pine, 
chestnut, oak, larch and scrub pin*. 
The principal lumber industry centers 
near Portland and Empire City. The 
product of the coast regions for the 
census year \ra$ 151,443,000 feet of

000 feet of lumber, 295,000 laths and

Washington Tearitory is covered west

Briner was dele- 
gated to take charge of tbe pack horse: 
with tbe camp outfit, provisions, etc 
The snow was falling rapidly at th 
time, making it impossible to see ver; 
far in any direction. The desert being 
level and covered with sage brush, it ii 
« very difficult matter to keep from los- 
ing one's 'self there, especially when 


i there if *' drfvibg snow storm attd th 
winds is constantly changing as it was 
'at this time. Tbe consequences wen 
that (he men became separated and IOB 
and wandered aimlessly over the bar 
r«n waste entirely ignorant of their 
awn whereabouts or that of tlieir com 
panions, and all the time suffering ex 
cruoiatingly from the extreme cold anc 
the blinding, snow and sleet. The men 
managed to keep the sheep in sight the 
first day and night and tbe next day 
On the evening of tbe second day on 
Mr. Bull stopped bis sheep and at 
tempted to he down and rest himself 
bat tbe cold was so severe that be vras 
compelled to go in quest of some sage 
brush from which to make a fire. He 
found some brush about half a mil 
from where he bad left the sheep and 
he made a fire and lay down beside i 
and fell asleep. In the night he awoke 
suffering severely from cold and founc 
that his fire had gone out. He pro 
seeded to 
replenish' it and again 


went to sleep. When he awoke day 
light was appearing and be went in 
search of his sheep. He found them 
where he had left them. The coyotes 
bad attacked them And had killed six o: 
them and were 
eating off of one 


of the carcasses when Mr. B. made bis 
appearance, He dispatched one with 
hip rifle and the others scampered off 
The report of the gun was heard by 
Clealandf, who wa's with bis sheep obon 
a mile and a half from there, and be 
came or.er to where Bull was. All this 
time the mou bad beeu without food o 
any kind aud the provisions were with 
Bricer on tbe pack-horse, and he was 
nowhere in sight. Luckily it cleared 
up about this time and Briner, who hat 
been wandpring off toward Warner Val 
ley, made his appearance with the camp 
outfit, and the men proceeded to pre- 
pare themselves some food, and o 
which they stood much in need. Briner 
had been riding all tha time und hac 
not stopped to prepare any food, so 
anxious was he to Und the other men 
and lend them bis assistance.
